Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 7-28, 30-45, 47-60 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
in the record fail to disclose or make obvious to a system and method comprising 
processing said replicated packet stream at said network service provider device in 
accordance with a pre-determined set of service provision rules stored internally in the 
network service provider device and generating in response to said processing service 
data relating to said traffic data within a structure of the claim.
